The 500 consumers of electricity who 
petitioned -the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company to accept the charter 
granted it by the city council got a cold 
blanket yesterday afternoon from The 
Evening Journal. 

It declared that there would be no such 


‘thing as competition in electric lighting 


and power. service, and that Mr. Hurt 
and Mr. Woodruff were engaged in a 
bluff game, saying in effect that they had 
been trying to affect a consolidation with 
the existing electric light monopoly; that 
they had been unsuccessful, and that 
they would under no circumstances pro- 
ceed toward the operation of a competi- 


tive plant. 


The article was not only in the nature 
of a threat, but a bold defiance of those 
who are now authorized to enter the elec- 


| tric lighting field. It practically put t@ 


public on notice that it need expect noch- 
ing from the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. This company, it declared ‘in 
substance, was doing nothing more thar 
mlaying for position and was ready to 
surrender the rights granted it by vouncil 
Whenever the Georgia Electric Light 
Company was prepared to take it in 
under the same tent which now covers its 
monopoly, 

Considering the fact that the article 
was evidently. authoritative and came 
directly from headquarters—that assump- 
tion being easy on account of the iden- 
tity of the interests largely controll- 
ing in both corporations—it is taken either 
as an expression of contempt at the 
threatened competition or of open disre- 
«afd. If the latter, the public is given to 
understand there is some inside informa- 
tion withheld from the people, which, if 
known, would let a large cat out of the 
bag and would establish a possible con- 
nection between the Georgia WBiectric 
Light Company and the competitor which 
council has authorized to enter the field.

J. A. Farris, conductor of the Southern 
railway train No. 36, reaching Savannah 
at 1:35 o’clock this morning, worked for 
three hours in the flames, and saw much 
of the suffering and desolation wrought 
by their devouring fury.

Dahlonega, Ga., En Route Through 
Georgia.—The most sensational proposi- 
tion before the people of Georgia. today 
is the development of her gold mining 
resources. : 

There is already on hand a fierce con- 
troversy between contending schools of 


mining theory, and capitalists are strug-' 


gling for the extraction of the precious 
metal from the giant quartz in which it 
has been encased for ages. 

The Consolidated Gold Mining Com- 
pany, formed of Ohio capitalists, under 
Captain Breymer, having purchased the 
old Hand and Hall holdings, has placed 
in position a million dollar plant, and 
has sunk three shafts into the bowels 
of the earth, which it is now seeking to 
connect by subterranean drifts, running 
for thousands of feet. 

The Crown Mountain Mining Com- 
pany, also composed of Ohio capitalists, 
with the celebrated General A. J. War- 
ner at its head, has placed in position a 
plant costing $250,000, has harnessed the 
falls of the Chestatee by electricity for 
power,. and’ is prepared to wash away 
the great mass of matter rising into 
air for the purpose of extracting the 
ore. 

Four dredging boats, commanded by 
Captain Ashley, of Toledo, O., are dem- 
onstrating that the miners of past years 
washed more gold into the bed of the 
Chestatee than they saved. The boats 
are saving $2,000 in gold per week, dnd 
have an easy time of it. 

In the meantime Mr. John B. Witt, 
bookkeeper for the Consolidated, hearing 
that the company intended to shut down 
the Finlay pending other operations, 
leased it, and immediately struck it 
rich. He has been making from $500 to 
$1,000 a day for three weeks, and the 
lead seems to have no end. He is an 
illustration of the fact that it is better 
to be born lucky than rich. 

During all this excitement the faithful 
pan-worker has not suspended opera- 
tions. I am told that as much as $500 
per week of the trade in Dahlonega is 
paid in gold dust, which is readily ac- 
cepted at bullion value. 

Such is the condition of today. For a 
year past every available laborer in the 
district has been employed. Hundreds 
of expert men have come from a dis- 
tance to aid in placing the new plants 
In order, and as soon as active opera- 
tions begin, there will be an influx of 
men into the country. 

| What It All Means. 

The fact that the taxable values of

crease Of $244,178, and that an equal ad- 
vance is impending, is one of those 
practical proofs that speak for ihem- 
selves. Since the census was taken last 
June 300 men. representing 900 people, 
have come into the community, and the 
beginning has hardly been made. 

The meaning of this development was 
readily explained by General Wat Har- 
din, of Kentucky, who is on the ground, 
and who has given the matter deep 
study. , 

“This was the first mining camp in the 
United States,” said he, “‘formed before 
the Mississivpi had been successfully 
crossed. The wonderful placer findings 
in California dazzled the miners here- 
about, and one party alone of 200 men 
took the Aspinwall route to the Pacific 
slope. It is true that this Atlantic 
gold field was passed over, but is not the 
same thing true of California, Colorado 
and the other great mining centers? When 
the voor man scratched up the gold on 
the surface of the earth, the conditions 
were the same there as here, and capital 
had to take up, with the aid of immense 
machinery, where the pan-miner had left 
off. That the attention of capital should 
have been drawn west first was natural, 
other things considcred. Enterprise was 
flowing that way, and could not be di- 
verted. Now, for the first time, cap- 
ital has turned its attention to this sec- 
tion, and will do for our’ southern gold 
fields what it has already done for the 
Pacific and the west. The gold fields 
here are as promising as any that have 
ever been uncovered, and it is a pity 
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rado, the Associated Press would have 
carried. half a column about it. It 
should be remembered that the great 
successes of the west have been marked 
by a trail of failures. The men who 
sunk and lost all have been pushed aside 
and forgotten, while the man who won 
has been placed upon a high pedestal. 
In the south the winning man has been 
set aside, while the financial wreck has 
been held up. That illustrates the poli- 
cy which has marked the treatment of 
the two sections.”’ 
Why Georgia Has Lagged. 

Asking Judge Murray, of the United 
States Jand court, who hes f twelve 
years done heavy work in thi® section, 
as to the failure of the Georgia mines 
to attract attention abroad, he replied: 

“Your question is only partially based 
on facts. It is the people of Georgia 
who are ignorant of their own resources, 
more than those abroad. <Almost $1,500,- 
000 in plant has been placed hereabout 
by capitalists from abroad, who have 
satisfied themselves as to the value of 
the mines, while the people of Georgia 
are ignorant of the facts. ° 

“There have been three obstacles to the 
progress of mining in Georgia: 

‘1. The ore in sight has been so rich, 
and so easily worked, At the challenge 
has never been acceye 4d to go deeper— 
skimming the surface§{ the earth, these 
men saw no occasion @ waste time on the 
quartz formation. Ki 

“2. There are no mining laws in Geor- 
gia. The land is all private property, in- 
cluding its gold holding. There was no 
incentive for prospecting, since the find- 
er had no right in law, and the owner 
would not.treat fairly with him if given 
the facts. I know of one man who dis- 
covered a rich lead. Coverite it up, 
he went to the land owner to get terms. 
The latter offered the man %$% to show 
him the spot. Indignantly the prospec- 
tor turned away and the lead was left 
undiscovered. Several years ago while 
holding court at Santa Fe, N. Mex., I 
received a letter from Texas, in which 
the writer asked if I ownrd a 
certain lgnd lot in Lumpkin 
county. Upon receipt of my reply he 
wrote that thirty-five years before he 
had found upon it a rich gold vein, and 
failing to get satisfactory terms from 
the owner, he had covered it up, making 
certain marks by which he could discover 
it whenever it should fall intg, the hands 
of a more liberal owner. In the mean- 
time he had moved to Texas, and becom- 
ing immersed in the affairs of life, until 
having some leisure, he was thinking of 
the old home. ;If I would treat him fair- 
ly he would go to Lumpkin county at 
his own expense and point out the spot. 
This is but one in hundreds of thousands 
of instances. The owners of the land 
have stood in the way of its development, 
and human rivalry and competition have 
been suppressed. If the laws of Geor- 
gia had made gold the property of its 
finder, enabling him to condemn the land 
at its legitimate farming value, there 
would have been incentive for effort. 

“9 The third objection to development 
came from the unwillingness of Colonel 
Hand to exploit the public veiue of the 
mines. He got out of Barlow mine, for 
instance, as high as $5,000 a month for 
twenty years. He regarded his business 
as of a private character, into which 
strangers had no business to inquire. 
When he had reduced his ore and con- 
verted it into cash it took the channel 
of purely private property. He used the 
hydraulic process until the quartz was 
reached, in which the heaviest=gold de- 
posits are contained. By this time he 
had become too old a man to adapt him- 
self to new processes. Chlorination had 
not invaded h's plant. Then he sold out 
to Mr. Christian Wahi, another aged man, 
who had lon® passed the period of per- 
sonal activity. This meant continued pa- 
ralysis in management, which can only 
produce good results under a wide-awake 


supreme head. ‘ 
“Now, for the first time young meén with 


abundant capital and armed with all the 
appliances of modern discovery have set 
to work, and in their hands you will find 
the south come to the front in gold as in 
everything else.”’ 

Value of Georgia Ore. 

The value of Georgia ore has long been 
admitted bv the assayer. The purely 
book geologist. failing to accommodate 
himself to unexpected formations, has 
not done justice to the district, but the 
local geologist, who has gained knowledge 
from actual digging into the earth, en- 
joys the advantage usual to his class. He 
may not use scientific terms, but he gets 
at the nuggets, and that is, after all, the 
really important point. The cost of ex- 
tracting a ton of ore is 10 cents. An ex- 
traction of one dollar in gold to the ton, 
therefore, is making money. As a matter 
of fact. the lowest grade ores in the 
Georgia mining district, under the crude 
and wasteful methods of primitive in- 
vention, losing two-thirds of the product 
and failing to get it from the quartz al- 
together has yielded from $2 to $600 a ton. 
The chlorinator coming in during the 
past ten years has saved the greater, 
proportion /of the ore, while a new proc- 
ess. the Hicks, to be installed here, al- 
most saves the whole of it. Thus ore 
which under the old hand system yielded 
60 cents in ore. under the Hicks test gives 
$41. A number of samples under the 
Hicks process shows the wonderful value

Com- 
missioner Rush stated after adjournment 
that it was useless to enter a motion to 
reconsider his resolution which provided 
that the ceremony take place on June 3d, 
as it would undoubtedly be voted down. 
again. It now seems probable that this 
much>-discussed matter will be allowed to 
lay over for several months, and it is 
very probable that the commission will 
finally decide to have the ceremony on 
the 3d of June one year hence. In view 
of the very adverse criticism of other 
dates suggested, it is not very likely that 
any date other than June 3d will be se- 
lected, 


Governor Longino has offered a reward 
of $150 for the arrest and return to the 
sheriff of Attala county of John Bell, the 
white man who committed criminal as- 
sault on a nine-year-old girl last Sunday 
afternoon. The governor makes the very 
unusual condition to the reward that a 
lynching must not take place in case the 
man is captured. It is hardly the nature 
of a Mississippi mob bent on vengeance 
to stand back on a little matter of $150, 
and there are doubtless quite a number 
of citizens in Attala county who would 
reimburse the man who captured Bell 
merely for the purpose of participating 
in an informal hanging bee. Bell was last 
seen at Goodman, traveling in a south- 
westerly direction, and as the officers 
throughout the state have been given an 
accurate description it is only a question 
of a few days until he is captured.

_; Chicago, May 3.—A panic, the first one 
/ @ince Phillips cornered the market, ap- 
speared in May corn on the board of trade 
today. The fluctuations were the most 
Violent in years. Having seen their 
losses grow heavier and heavier with 
each succeeding day. the traders who 
guaranteed to deliver May corn to Phil- 
lips made frantic efforts to get it. The 
Price went from 55 to 58, 4% cents higher 
than its close vesterday, a few minutes 
after the session began. o 

Shorts surrounded the young bull leader 
and almost begged for corn. He was re- 
peatedly called from the pit by men who 
wanted to settle privately. but he told 
them they had disregarded his offer to sell 
to them at 48 cents, and now they would 
have to bid in the open market. 

He Only Smiled. 


When reminded that he himself and the 
“open market” were synonymous. Mr. 
Phillips smiled. Foran hour shorts bid 58 
eents. Then Phillips let out 600,000 bush- 
€ls at prices ranging between 57 and 58, 
He said it was only.a drop in the bucket 
compared with the quantity still held by 
him, but it netted him a profit of about 
$100,000 or approximately 17 cents per 
bushel. 

Their action created intense excitement 
It was thought for a moment that the 
bull chief was about to unload and the 
market broke to 58 without a check. The 
drop disposed of scalping longs who had 
been clinging to Phillips’s speculative 
coat tails, Under 57 cents, however, Phil- 
lips sold nothing. In consequence prices 
reacted sharply to 56% cents, when 
traders realized that the end of the cor- 
ner was by no means at hand.

dent Fish—Will Take Effect 
July ist. 


Chicago, May 3.—President Stuyvesant 
Fich, of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, after a conference with J. T. 
Harahan, vice president and general man- 
ager, issued a circular announcing a pen- 
sion plan for the 4,000 employees of the 
company. The plan, which is to take ef- 
fect July ist, is more liberal in its pro- 
visions than has heretofore been adopted 
by any other road. The company starts 
with a gift of $260,000, and in addition will 
each year make an appropriation of an 
amount not to exceed $100,000.:The pension 
allowances are on the following basis: 

For each year of service an allowance 
of 1 per cent of the average regular 
monthly pay received for the ten years 
preceding retirement. Thus, if an. em- 
ployee has been in the service forty years, 
and has received on an average for the 
last ten years $3 per month regular 
wages, his nension allowance would be 40 
per cent of $50, or $20 per month. 

An entirely new departure in railroad 
pensioning is made in a provision that 
leave of absence, suspension, dismissal, 
fcllowed by reinstatement within one 
year, or temporary lay-off on accotint of 
reduction of force, when unattended by 
other employment, is not to be considered 
as a break in the continuity of service. 

The system applies to every officer and 
cmployee of the road, from the president 
down to the humblest laborer, except 
members of the law and surgical depart- 
ments. All officers and employees who 
have attained the age of seventy years 
shall be retired, and such of them as have 
been ten years in the service of the road 
shall be pensioned. Other roads require 
& service of thirty years before a pension 
is issued. 

Locomotive engineers, firemen, conduc- 
tors, flagmen and brakemen, train bag- 
gagemen, yardmasters, switchmen, bridge 
foremen, section foremen and supervisors 
who have attained the age of sixty-five 
years may be retired and pensioned if 
they have served the company ten years. 
Other companies make the age for retire- 
ment for these employees with a pension 
seventy years and require thirty years’ 
service for a pension. 

Officers and employees between sixty- 
one and seventy years of age who have 
been ten years in the service and who 
have become incapacitated may be re- 
tired and pensioned. Other companies

Chicago. May 3.—The Ilinols associa- 
tion opposed to the extension of suffrage 
to women today issued its semi-annua] re- 
port of the progress of the work. After 
giving the results of the legislative action 
in the middle west in regard to woman 
suffrage during the past winter, the report 
says: 

“Everywhere there seems to be a grow- 
ing conviction that the best work of wo- 
men lies along the lines of moral influence 
and unselfish endeavor in a realm where 
the golden rule ‘is not’ read backwards 
and that the lowering of this high ideal 
to the plane of expediency, truckling and 
bargaining which the admission of al] 
Classes of men to the ballot often makes 
necessary in politics, would be a distinct 
calamity to women themselves and to so- 
ciety at large. At the same time those 
capacities directed through the home and 
through organized efforts to the reforma- 
tion and guidance of public opinion, which 
lies behind all law and without the sup- 
port of which statutory enactments are 
worthless, may render invaluable and in- 
dispensable public service. 

“If women would use as much intelli- 
gence and energy as participation in leg- 
islation would require, in teaching their 
children in a liberal way the great prin- 
ciples of temperance and chastity, they 
would do more in a generation toward 
eradicating the evils of intemperance and 
impurity than they would do by a century 
of voting. If in the same way they would 
inculcate and everywhere stand for the 
principles of justice and unselfishness and 
a true regard for the rights of others in 
social, commercial and politica] relations 
they could do more toward reforming 
those conditions of society which breed 
anarchy and are the despair of the prac- 
tical politician, than they could ever do 
through legislative action. There fs much 
evidence that it is to these aims that 
thoughtfu] and philanthropic women are 
directing their attention rather than to 
suffrage. , 

“We tbelieve that there is a growing 
recognition of the fact that instead of 
being actually fn advance, woman suf- 
frace is part and parcel of that great 
retrograde movement which seeks to de- 
stroy the orderly organization of society 
and reduce it to the absolute individualism 
which characterizes only the lowest form 
of social life. ‘Advanced socialism’ is an- 
archism, one of the most conspicuous 
advocates has recently said, a state so- 
ciety without law, without institution, 
with no bond of union or principle of 
growth except unrestrained human im- 
pulse; in short, a return to those element- 
ary conditions from which human society 
originally sprung. We do not believe 
that the American people are prepared to 
abjure civilization for such a nightmare.”’

At the conclusion of the speech a 
touching incident occurred. A feeble old 
lady eame forward and presented Mr. Mc- 
Kinley with a small silk flag of the Lone 
Star state.

The wood of the staff was from 
the old capitol building at Columbia. 

At Prairfe View, some miles beyond 
Houston, where the State Normal and In- 
dustrial school is situated, a stop was 
made to permit the president to receive 
the’ greetings of the students and their 
directors. The exercises took place at a 
cross road on;the open prairie. The school 
buildings wére’disctrnibfe in the horizon. 
Thousands of western range horses and 
every kind.of nondescript vehicles, which 
had .been used to bring the people,- formed 
a novel picture. The president made an 
earnest speech, addressing hiniself en- 
tirely to the colored students. 

Presiient to Negroes. 


The president spoke as follows: 

‘“Y thank you for your hearty’ welcome. 
YI have visited a number of the. institu- 
tions of learning provided for your race, 
notably that great institution at Tuske- 
gee, in Alabama, another in Savannah, 
another -recéently in New Orleans, and it 
has given me great satisfaction to ob- 
serve the advancement of your race sinte 
the immortal proclamation of liberty was 
made. (Applause.) What we want more 
than enything else, whether we b2 white 
or whether we be black, what we want is 
to know how to do a something well. (Ap- 
plause.) If you will just learn how to dv 
one thing that is useful better than any- 
body else can do that one thing, you will 
never be out of a job (Applause); and all 
employment is  honerable employment. 
The race is moving on and has a promis- 
ing future before it. It has been faithful 
to the government of the United States. 
(Great applause.) It has been true and 
loyal and law-abiding.

Great Reception at Austin. 


Minute stops were also made at Hemp- 
stead, where the .president shook hands 
with a number of people. At Brenham, 
the home of Colonel Geddings, oné of the 
president’s old colleagues in the house of 
representatives, and’*at Elgin he spoke a 
few words. At every station along the 
route thére were cheering crowds. 

The feature of the day vas the recep- 
tion accorded the party at Austin, which, 
like New Orleans, had: never before had 
the honor of entertatining a chief mag- 
istrate of the nation. The city was pro- 
fusely decorated and fn the evening there 
was a brilliant illumination of Congress 
avenue, ' 

Austin never befora held such crowds 
of people. They canie from every direc- 
tion. some hundreds of sles, and hiteral- 
ly swamped the hotel accommodations of 
the city. It was estfmated that over 20,- 
000 visitors were here. As the population 
of Austin is only 23,000, the tax upon its 
facilities can be imagined. 

A procession headed by a fine military 
band and consisting of fifteen companies 
of state militia and the Confederate Vet- 
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erans and Grand Army of the Republic 
organizations, marching side by side, es- 
corted the party to the east portico of the 
magnificent capitol] building, where the 
president addressed a sea of enthusiastic 
people. 

“Mv Fellow Citizens: No more cordial 
or generous welcome has greeted me in 
my journey from the capital of the na- 
tion than that which now greets me at 
the capital of Texas. I am glad to be 
in this city, named in honor of the pioneer 
of American colon¢zation in Texas, locat- 
ed in the county of Travis, called in hon- 
orf of him who fell at the Alamo, from 
whence came no message of defeat. Iam 
glad to be on this historic ground and to 
receive the greetings of my countrymen, 
and to rejoice that Texas was not as suc- 
eessful in getting out of the union as she 
was getting in. (Great Applause.) 

‘Texas is no longer a battle field of con- 
tending armies. ‘The weapons used are 
no longer those of war; they have long 
since given away to the implements of 
peace and husbandry employed in the de- 
velopment of rich resources in which this 
commonwealth abounds. She has be- 
fore her a mighty future. Her possibili- 
ties are too vast to admit of prophecy. 
Today it was my pleasure in the city of 
Houston to experience one of the pleas- 
antest incidents of my long journey. Giv- 
en into my hands by the widow of the 
last president of the republic of Texas 
was the flag of the republic. It seemed 
appropriate that it should have been given 
in the citv bearing the name of the sol- 
dier, statesman and hero—General Sam 
Houston—the first president of the repub- 
lic. (Great applause.) 

“Tf the oil wells which you have dis- 
covered shall keep up, your state will 
have rapid immigration, and you will 


have settled almost the problem of fuel | 


which will make it one of the great 
manufacturing states of the ufion. 

“We live in a wonderful era, our trus- 
teeship is a large and sacred one. We 
must not be unfaithful to our high mis- 
sion or falter before its high responsibil- 
ities, nor must we permit pride or might 
or power to taint our motives and lead 
us from the plain paths of duty or divert 
us from the sacred principles of liberty.” 
(Prolonged applause.) 

Then there was a delightful reception 
in the senate chamber, where the belles 
of Austin, noted all over Texas for their 
beauty, received the president and Mrs. 
McKinley. This function was one of the 
most charming yet experienced on the 
trip. There followed a drive through 
the city to the state university, where 
the students, citizens and school chil- 
dren greeted the” president. 

Later Mr. and Mrs. McKinley, with the 
members ané@ ladies of the cabinet, dined 
informally at the governor’s mansion, and 
at 10:30 o'clock tonight left for San An- 
tonio, famous for its Alamo and its Span- 
ish missions, where tomorrow morning 
will be spent.

which Porto Rico has enjoyed in the 
past—a tax upon incomes, 

Radical changes are of doubtful wis- 
dom in any case of this kind. The 
United States is as capable as any oth- 
er government to administer colonial 
governments, but this can only be done 
suecessfully by respecting the tradi- 
tions of the people for whom the gov- 
ernments are to be set up and by fol- 
lowing the old méthods so far as is 
possible. Whether we should enter 
upon such a colonial system as a per- 
manency is, of course, an entirely dif- 
ferent question and one we are not 
discussing. That we have as great 
ability as’ any other people cannot, 
however, be questioned. But, as has 
been said, government can only be 
created and maintained successfully 
through a sensible appreciation for the 
methods and traditions of the old re- 
-gime. | 
_ The Porto Ricans make a mistake in 
seeking the recall. of Governor Allen.

Wage Earners and Their Employers. 

In his interesting diseourse to -his 
son’s Bible class, Joun D. Rockefeller, 
the Standard Oil millionaire, makes 
use of one expression that is open to 
criticism. That is where he refers to 
the payment of money to employees 
as a form of “giving.’’ He extols the’ 
Standard Oil Company for its assumed 
benevolence in this “giving” of wages 
to the men who do its work. ‘ 
There is no “giving” in this payment 
to laborers of their legitimate hire. 
The money is theirs, is their due in 
return for labor duly given, and its 
payment is simply part of a business 
transaction. To claim that returning 
to the laborer his legitimate hire im- 
plies any special virtue on the part of 
employers is almost silly. 

The Standard Oil Company needs its 
army 2f employees as much as, if not 
more han, they need the company. 
The company in hiring them is in- 
spired .by no unselfish motive. It uses 
their labor because by so doing it is 
able to add to its own returns. Itisa 
business proposition, pure and sim- 
ple. 

The interests of employer and em- 
ployee are one and the same. The rela- 
tionship is one of mutual interest and 
mutual benefit. The cause of the em- 
ployer does not need to be bolstered 
up by any claim of superior virtue for 
“giving’’ his employee what is his any 
more than the employee is to be 
credited with a special brand of virtue 
in “giving” his labor for adequate re- 
muneration. 

The expression is unfortunate.

In view of the fearful havoc which 
war produces it seems that the full- 
ness of time has arrived for the policy 
of arbitration to prevail in adjusting 
the differences of nations. Trial by 
combat is one of the relics of barbarism 
which should be relegated back to an- 
tiquity. 


Make Way for Steel. 

Everything these uays must make 
way for steel. Mr. Morgan is behind 
steel, and apparently every important 
movement which he and his associates 
inaugurate is in the interest of the 
great consolidation effected by the ab- 
sorption of the Carnegie interests. 

This new combination of steamship 
lines, for instance. When that was

American domination of the world’s 
steel market is not to be handicappea 
by any lack of transportation facili- 
ties. The steel corporation is to own 
and control the. newly acquired lines 
and aS Many more as may be necessary 
to their purpose. It is understood to 
be part of the plan that one of the 
company’s great liners shall leave New 
York each day of the week, afd that 
the lines shall be operated with the 
especial idea of reaching directly the 
stee] markets of the world. Every 
other consideration is to be secondary 
to this.

Canada’s Lost Opportunity. 

The agitation over the project te 
erect a commemorative tablet to the 
memory of General Montgomery at 
Quebec has brought out some interest- 
ing statements concerning the condi- 
tions in Canada, and, incidentally, con- 
cerning the opportunity lost to Canada 
through its failure to join in the revo- 
lution against England. 

A prominent French-Canadian, Sieg- 
neur Louis L. J. Papineau, son of the 
famous Louis Papineau who was the 
leader of the French-Canadian revolu- 
tion of 1837, has published a letter in 
which he says: 

If Canada had joined the revolution in- 
stead of remaining a puny colony of 6,000,- 
000 it Would now number over 20,000,000 and 
the whole trade of the northern states 
would have followed the natural course of 
the St. Lawrence. The double belt of cus- 
tom houses and obstruction would have 
had no existence. Toronto would have 
outstripped Buffalo, and even Chicago: 
Montreal and Quebec would have eclipsed 
Boston and New York. 

In the 76,000,000 of the® United States 
today there are included 1,000,000 English 
Canadians and 1,000,000 French Canadians. 
Why have we not as’ many from the 
United States filling their places here? 
Why does the great bulk of the immi- 
grants from Europe land in the United 
States and so few in Canada? Because 
‘we afe shunned as coionists. Were wé 
an independent nation we would soon get 
a fair share of immigration. Why not 
independent? In a great measure this is 
owing to the United Empire loyalists who 
settled in Ontario—tory refugees of the 
American revolution—an incubus on the 
progress of Canada, 

“Montgomery,” this leader of the 
French element says, “like Benjamin 
Franklin and Carroll, of Baltimore, 
came to offer us liberty and independ- 
ence and they were repulsed by our 
bishops and priests.”

The South Had No More Heroic Con-. 
federate Soldier Than He. 


AN (WCIDENT OF BIS: SUPERB BRAVERY 


Funeral Occurred .at 5 O'Clock the 
Same Evening, and Bedy Will 
Rest in Columbus. 


Francis Fontaine,. for more than a 
score of years a prominent resident of 
Atianta, died at 5:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning at his late home; No. 33 West 
Peachtree street, in the fifty-sixth year 
ze. sis malady was Bright’s 
disease, and for several months he had | 
been steadily declining, till the end was 
only a question of days. His wife and 
brother, George Fontaine, of Columbus, 
Ga., were at his side when he fell into 
the long sleep. 

The funeral occurred with impressive 
ceremonies at the residence at 5:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, in the presence of 
many friends of the family. There were 
many exquisite floral tributes. 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke’s, 
performed the offices of the church and 
spoke eloquently of the departed. 

The body will leave for Columbus, Ga., 
this morning, where it will rest in the 
old Fontaine private burying ground. 

Mr. Fontaine was a native of Columbus 
and came of one of the state’s old line 
families. His father, John Fontaine, was 
very wealthy before the war. Mr. Fon- 
taine inherited considerable means from 
his father’s estate. 

Mr.: Fontaine had a brilliant record in 
the war as a private. On several occa- 
sions he performed deeds of conspicuous 
gallantry. At the battle of Peachtree 
ereek, north of the city, he seized the 
confederate flag from the dying hands of 
the standardbearer, at a critical juncture, 
when the lines were wavering under a 
withering fire, and by this act of heroism 
rallied his comrades for a_ successful 
stand. His horse was shot from under 
him and the lead was singing about his 
ears. He was a mere boy at the time, 
having enlisted while a cadet at the Ma- 
rietta Military academy. He saw much 
service in several states as a member of 
the Third Georgia cavalry. 

After the war, when Georgia badly 
needed immigration, Mr. Fontaine was 
kept in Europe two years as immigra- 
tion agent. 

Upon his return home he married a Miss 
Fiournoy, of Columbus, by whom he had 
two children—a son, who died some years 
since, and a daughter, Mrs. Robert L. 
Stokes, so lately widowed. In 1876 his 
wife died, and ten years later he married 
Miss Nathalie Hamilton, of Athens, who 
survives him. He leaves two brothers, 
Theodore and George Fontaine, of Co- 
lumbus. 

Mr. Fontaine was at one time promi- 
nently identified with the real estate and 
loan business of Atlanta. He had decided 
literary tastes and was an author of na. 
mean ‘talents. : A ‘novel of his; ‘Htoweh,”’ 
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cratic leader.of Missouri, returned re- 
Gently from Havana and now tells of some 
interesting conferences with Cuban lead- 
ers. 

Although - Senator Cockrell voted 
against the Platt amendment when. it 
Was before the senate, he now advises 
its acceptance by the Cubans, and while 
in Havane wrote out a plan for tts ac- 
ceptance by the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention. In telling of his position to a 


Senator Cockrell said: 

“As far as I could judge no very great 
interest is being taken in political affairs 
in Cuba. A great many of the wealthiest 
classes, particularly the Americans who 
have interests there, seem perfectly sat- 
isfied with the existing conditions, and 
prefer them to placing the control and 
government of the island in the hands 
of Cubans. The Cubans desire independ- 
ence, and want a republic. But their 
ideas of a representative, republican, 
democratic government do not seem very 
well defined. They object, some to one 
and others to different clauses in the so- 
calied Platt law. A good many object 
to the third provision of that law, in re- 
gard to the right of the United States to 
intervene for the preservation of Cuban 
independence, the. maintenance of a gov- 
ernment adequate. for the protection of 
life, property and individual Hberty, and 
for discharging obligations with respect to 
Cuba imposed on the United States by 
the treaty of Paris. Some object to the 
seventh clause, in: regard to the sale or 
lease to the United States of lands for 
coaling or naval stations; and yet they 
all seem anxious to have the United 
States their friend and their protector. 

Unable To Make Treaties. 

“They all desire to discuss and ‘have 
settled, at the same time with their ac- 
tion on the Platt provisions, economic re- 
lations with the United States, and espe- 
cially the tariff tax on sugar, tobac:o, 
etc. I explained to them while in Cuba, 
as clearly as I could, that they were not 
in a condition to make any treaty with 
the United States; that they had no gov- 
ernment, and had nothing that could 
bind them; that while I did not vote for 
the Platt amendments in the senate, yet 
I believed it was best for them to ac- 
cept their provisions. I stated that they 
were probably as liberal as, if not mor: 
liberal than, any which would ever be 
offered them, and that they had had an 
opportunity to negotiate with the presi- 
dent before the matter had been subrrit- 
ted to congress,’and while he was in ab- 
solute control as’ commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy, that that hac passed 
and the question had been acted upon by 
congress, and the president could not now 
negotiate any treaty or agreement with 
them. 

“In talking with some of them, whg¢ 
seemed to feel that it would be a kind 
of humillation for them to accept. of 
these terms, which they called a ‘ de- 
mand’ upon them, I asked this question: 
‘Suppose the independence of the Cuban 
irsurrectionary government had been rec- 
ognized by ‘the United States, and their 
independence established, and the United 
States rad aske? of them just what is 
included in the provisions of the Platt 
amendments, would they have rejected 
them?’ The reply was they would not: 
that they believed the request would have 
been granted willingly: 

“For hundreds of years Spain had been 
ruling them, from time to time making 
many, many promises of reform, and of 
granting greater rights, and as the Cu- 
bans say. had violated them all; never 
had fulfilled one; and it seems to have 
become a part of their nature to distrust 
all promises. I think this inherent dis- 
irust in the Cuban mind has had much 
to do with their action: and then, being 
a proud and high-spirited people, they 
seem to think it would be rather humil- 
iating to accept ,the termsg.-before their 
independence had . been. acknowledged.

WELL -ENOWN IN COLUMBUS. 


Francis Fontaine Is Remembered by 
Citizens of Muscogee. 


Columbus, Ga., May 8—(Special.)— 
Francis Fontaine, who died in Atlanta, 
Was for many years a distinguished citi- 
zen of Columbus. In 1873 he and the late 
Howard Williams began publishing The 
Columbus Times, with F. H. Richard- 
sen, now éditor of The Atlanta Journal, 
as city editor. In 1877 he was a delegate 
from this senatorial district to the con- 
stitutional convention. He was oil and. 
fertilizer inspector under Governor Col- 
quitt. In 1883 he became a member of 
Nelson, Barker & Co., a firm which was 
among the pioneers in loaning money on 
farm lands in Georgia.

{ Suggestions to General Gomes: 


“In talking with General Gomez, the 


' great Cuban soldier, a man of high char- 


acter and integrity, and of a strong, vig- 
orous mind, I said that, in order that it 
might appear verfectly plain to their peo- 
ple, the acceptance of the Platt pro- 
visions was only in the line of. fulfilling 
the pledges of the Teller resolution, the 
convention could very properly, in the 
resolution of acceptance, recite the Teller 
resolution and the treaty of peace of De- 
cember 10, 1898. In that treaty it was 
Stated that ‘the United States will, so 
long as its occupation shall last, assume 
and discharge the obligations that may 
under international law result from the 
fact of its occupation for the protection 
of life and property.’ I suggested that 
they might then recite the Platt law 
which expressly declares ‘that in fuffill- 
ment ef the declaration contained in the 
joint resolution approved April 20, 1898, 
for the recognition of the independence 
of the people of Cuba, étc., the president 
is hereby authorized to leave the govern- 
ment and control of the island of Cuba 
to its people as soon as a government 
shall have been established in said is- 
land, under a constitution which, either 
as a part thereof, or in.an ordinance ap- 
pended thereto, shall define the future 
relations of the United States with Cuba, 
substantially as specified in the eighth 
provision thereof,’ and then declare that, 
in order to enable the president to carry 
out these terms and discharge the obli- 
gations named, the resolutions were ac- 
cepted. 

“General Gomez seemed impressed 
with this suggestion, and requested the 
interpreter to-write out and furnish it to 
him for referénce. This was done by the 
interpreter, who read it to me, with the 
statement that General Gomez had re- 
quested to have it) in writing. 

“I hope the Cuban convention will ac- 
cept the so-called platt provisions, be- 
cause I believe this is for their interests, 
as well as for the welfare of the United 
States and for the good of all the people 
of both countries. 

Independent Republic First. 

“In talking with the Cubans I told them 
plainly that there was one universal 
sentiment in the United States which 
they .should know in advance; that we 
would never permit the island of Cuba 
to pass under the control of any foreign 
government; that, for our own personal 
security, we would not tolerate the pres- 
ence of a foreign, unfriendly government 
there, and that we wanted them a free, 
{independent republic, or neighbor and. 
friend; and that if they should accept 
these amendments they could then pro- 
vide for the election and organization of 
a republican government, and when so 
organized it would be eapable of settling 
all economic questions with the United 
States by treaty stipulation. And that 


their independence had been ac- 
Soon ledged and.our relations establish- 
ed, if the people of the island should ap 
ply, through their government, for ad- 
rplaaton into the union asa state, as 
Texas did, I thought i¢ almost certain 
that terms of admission could be agreed 
upon. But we wanted them to come will-

Up Outside of Atlanta. ~ 


A DIRECT LINE TO NEW YORK 


Will Be No More Roundabout Talk- 
7 ing to Chattanooga. 


TWO MORE WIRES TO MONTGOMERY 


Additional Cireuits Are Being Buil? 
to Macon, Thomasville and 
'  ‘Gatnesville. 


The Southern Bell Telephone Company 
is just now engaged in putting in a large 
number of long distance circuits, extend- 
ing in all directions fram Atlanta. 

General Manager W. T. Gentry said 
yesterday that within forty days’ time 
the company would have a dozen or more 
new circuits leading out of Atlanta, com- 
pleted and ready for business. 

In the first place, a new circuit is being 
put up between Atlanta and Charlotte, 
N. C., and when this is completed long 
distance communication with New York 
and other,eastern cities will be direct in- 
stead of by the roundabout way of Au- 
gusta and Denmark, 8S. C. . Four copper 
circuits have already been built as far 
as Gainesville, and the extension to Char- 
lotte will be completed within the time 
stated. 

Another important long distance circuit 
for Atlanta is being constructed difect 
to Chattanooga. This will be the first 
and only direct long distance circuit to 
that city. At present the talking to Chat- 
tanooga is done by the roundabout Way 
of Montgomery, Ala., but within about 
a month’s time the direct line to that city 
will be ready for business. 

Two additional copper circuits are now 
being constructed between Atlanta and 
Macon, which will make four fn all when 
these are completed. There is another 
eircuit extending only as far as Griffin, 
and the completion of the two new ones 
to Macon will give five between this city 
and Griffin, 

An additional copper circuit is also be- 
ing constructed between Macon and 
Thomasville, and this will give two ctr- 
cuits to that city. 

Two new copper circuits being con- 
structed between Atlanta ahd Montgom- 
ery, Ala., which will make four in all 
when these are completed. 

Other lines are being built and the long 
distance system is being perfected as 
rapidly as it is possible to do so. The 
demand upon it has been éxtensive and 
the new circuits are badly needed. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—(Special.)—

any thing but-a big political play of 
some kind on the part of the republican 
administration. It has been suggested 
that the president Is in search of person- 
al enlightenment on the subpect of the 
Nicaragua canal problem which, ft ap- 
pears, met its fate last winter at the 
hands of various interests on the Pacifie 
coast. There are others who intimate 
that he may have an idea of testing “the 
McKinley luck’’ to the extent of making 
a try for a third term in the white house. 
This latter theory does fot receive the 
sanction or support of practical politicians 
who are indisposed to credit Mr. McKin- 
ley with any false hopes ih that direction 
with the precedents of Grant and Cleve- 
land before him. As the presidential 
excursion progresses; practical politicians 
of both parties will follow the trall close- 
ly for such developments as may furnish 


| the key to the situation, from an admin- 


istration standpoint. 


It seemed almost cruel for President 
MeKinley to leave Washington without 
distributing a few crumbs of comfort 
and assurance to the atfmy of southern 
office-holders who hurried to Washing- 
ton at the first not® of alarm to the ef- 
fect that the administration was behind 
the movement. in favor of organizing a 
white republican party in the south. The 
agitation of the subject in all the leading 
papers of the country created consterna- 
tion in the ranks of the faithful follow- 
ers of the grand old party in the southern 
states, and delegations hastened to the 
capital to make a personal investigatfon 
of the conditions there. North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana were represented here by federal of- 
ficers of high and low degree, black and 
white, some with influence and some with- 
out. They hovered around the various de- 
partments,.congregated in prominent ‘ho- 
tel lobbies where they were not guests 
and eagerly and earnestly discussed their 
future prospects. As far as can be as- 
certained, but few of them reached the 
president or members of the cabinet, 
and those who did were not given as 
much satisfaction as they desired.

Must Have an Interest. 

The attorney general quoted from sev- 
eral decisions showing that before a com- 
plainant ean raise a question as to the 
constitutionality of a legislative act, he 
must chow that there has been, or is 
danger of, an infringement of his rights 
of person or property. 

“There has never been any such in- 


fringement of the rights of the present 
treasurer of Georgia, nor is there any 
danger of it, 

“Absolutely no one could ever recover 
upon the bond of the state treasurer éx- 
cept the state itself. But even the state 
could not possibly recover on that bond 
when the treasurer is dirécted to perform 
this duty and the chief executive of the 
state draws the warrants in accordance 
with the act. The treasurer does what 
he is directed to do by the legislature and 
by the chief exectitive. Where is the 
court that can hold him to account for 
etror under these circumstances? There is 
none. 

“Why,” said Mr. Terrell, “‘the state 
treasurer is one of the only two execu- 
tive officers whom the governor can,sus- 
pend under the constitution. That in- 
strument gives him the power to suspend 
the treasurer or the comptroller general, 
the two officials who have to do’ with the 
public funds. And yet he refuses to per- 
form a ministertal act which the gov- 
ernor directs him to perform, though, as 
I have shown, the weight of the decisions 
and a is that he should have per- 
formed that duty.” 

‘To agree with you on that point would 
be te leave the constitutional question 
undecided, would it not?’ asked Judge 
Candler. 

“Yes,”’ was the reply. “That would be 
the effect of it, but every point in the 
case is important, and should be passed 
upon.”’ 

. Mtterney General's Opinion. 

Mr. :Terrell next ‘took up tHe qtiestion 
of the weight and controlling power of 
the attorney general's advice and de- 
cision in such matters. 

“I do not mean to discuss this question 
from a personal standpoint,’ Mr. Terrell 
said. “I don’t expect to retain my of- 
fice. much longer.”’ 

“We do not consider the question a per- 
sonal one at all,” Mr. Guerry said, ‘‘and 
will not so discuss it.” 

“It may be well, however,’’ Mr. Ter! 
said, ‘‘to have a rule laid down for my 
successor.” 

“Are you going to contend that he’s 
bound by that advice, too?’

The Northeastern Money. 

Mr, Terrell then took up the question of 
the statua of the $200,000 derived from 
the sale of the Northeastern railroad. It 
was not in the mind of the framers of the 
constitution, he said, that that clause 
should cover the Northeastern railroad. 
He contended that the constitutional pro- 
vision was not intended to cover property 
acquired by the state after the adoption 
of the constitution, because it did not say

Mr. Guerry said the act of 1897 is con- 
gtitutional; it is its construction and ap- 
plication that are in doubt.

Guérry said, “is this: Is the treasurer 
bound under the constitution and laws of 
the state to pay warrants drawn on the 
school fund by using for that purpose the 
public property fund, there having been 
No appropriation by the geferal assembly 
for such purpose?’ 

Ministerial Duties. 

Mr. Guerry said, howevér, that other 
questions had been brought into the case 
by the attorney general. He first men- 
tioned the question of the extent to which 
ministerial and executive officers should 
follow or hold themselves bound by the 
opinion of the attorney general. 

“You needn’t argue that question,” said 
Judge Candier. ‘I have already stated 
that In my opinion the treasurer would 
have incurred no risk in making these 
payments under the advice of the attor- 
ney general. I do not think, however, 
that the treasurer is compelled to accept 
the advice of his attortey any more than 
anybody else is.’’ 

Mr. Guerry then teok up thé question 
of the status of the treasurer and his du- 
ties as a ministerial officer. The attitude 
of the attorney general, Mr. Guerry said, 
reminded him of an anecdote of President 
Cleveland and Tim Campbell, of New 
York. Campbell wanted the president to 
take some unusual action, when the lat- 
ter asked: :

Fifty-two years 
ago he came to Atlanta as a printer 
and he set type on all the newspapers 
that flourished here many years ago. 
For many years he was a typesetter on 
The Constitution. 

The old man has/long been consid- 
ered erratic and odd, but his insanity 
was too mild to cause any apprehension 
of. violence; and he Was unmolested. 

Several days ago his.neighbors report- 
ed to the police that he was almost a 
raving maniac at times, and Captain 
Thompson had him locked up until the 
case could be investigated.

Zion Bridwell has been a picturesque 
figure on the streets of Apante for many 
years. He is short ard stout with a 
white beard that grows under his chin 
like that worn by Horace Greeley. In 
fact, it has been often: remarked that he 
looked very much like the journalist. 

He says he has one child living, a son 
named Zion Bridwell, Jr., but where that 
son is he cannot tell. , 

When Mrs. Bridwell was found hang- 
ing dead in her house the old man was 
placed under arrest and was held until 
after the coroner’s inquest. He hinted 
at murder, and it was believed by many 
at. the time that he knew more than he 
eared to tell. 

He owns some property in the city, the 
old home where he has recently resided 
having been left to him. by his wife. 

It. is probable that the old man. will 
be tried on a writ of lunacy and be sent 
to Milledgevile.

TO REDUCE PHILIPPINE ARMY 


Substantial Reduction Is Proposed 
by War Department. 
Washingtcn, May 3.—It is expected that 
within a day or two a programme will be 
completed at the war department for a 
substantial reduction of the present 
strength of the United States army in 
the Philippines. The reguiar troops now 
there who have seen the most service are 
the Fourteenth, Eighteenth and Twenty- 
third infantries and one battalion of the 
Third artillery. They went out to Manila 
in 1898 in the first expedition under Gen- 
eral Anderson, and if the announced pol- 
icy of the department heretofore lived 
up to is continued these will be the first 
organizations to return to the. United 
States. Some of..these troops will be re- 
placed with the new levies just raised 
in this courmtry. Jt has not yet been de- 
termined how large a reduction will be 

made. 

The department also is arranging to 
transfer a number of the enlisted men 
from one branch of the sefvice tod an- 
other with a view to securing the balance 
of proportions contemplated in the re- 
organization bill. Enlistments are being 
made in satisfactory numbers. These en- 
listments will soon bring the army up to 
the maximum of 76,000 men. At present 
the infantry and ¢avalry, under the 
schedule recently approved by Secretary 
Root, are practically’ completé, or would 
be if the excess of men in different regi- 
ments were transferred: to other regi- 
ments in process of formation. The ar- 
tillery is still short and the transfer prop- 
osition contemplates taking men of ex- 
perience in the infantry and cavalry arms 
and assigning them to the artillery if 
they should prefer that service. If not, 
the new enlistments will have to be made 
‘for the artillery in order to incréase that 
branch to the maximum of 18,000 men.

Big Prizes for Counties and Individ- 
‘uals Insure Fine Display at 
‘the Fair in October. 


The rules governing the agricultural de- 
partment of the Southern Interstate fair 
and the premium list of the department 
have been prepared and made public. The 
agricultural department will be made one 
of the most important of the fair this 
year. 

The three most important groups on 
the published list are those for the col- 
lective exhibits by counties, collective ex- 
hibits by individuals, and hay and forage 
exhibits. 

No such large premiums have ever been 
offered by any southern fair as those of- 
fered this year for the best display of 
hay and forage. The prizes in the three 
groups are as follows: 

For collective agricultural exhibits, of 
grains, grasses, vegetables, cured meats, 
fruits and other agricultural or herticul- 
tural products, by any county in Georgia. 
Alabama or South Carolina: First, $1,0°; 
second, $500; third, $300; and $100 to each 
ccunty making a worthy exhibit that does 
not take a premium. 

For collective agricultural exhibits, of 
grains, grasses, vegetables, cured meats, 
fruits and other agricultural or .horticul- 
tural products, by any farmer living in 
Georgia, Alabama or South Carolina: 
First, $300; second, $200; third, $100; fourth, 
$60; fifth. . 

For display of hay and fofage, to be 
judged by quality and variety, bales to 
weigh not less than 7 pounds each: First 
prize, $100; second prize, $50. 

These large premiums are expected to 
incite keen rivalry among the counties 
and the large farmers throughout the 
state, and to result in admirable displays. 

In addition to the above, the usual 
premiums are offered for cereals, root 
crops and miscellaneous agricultural dis- 
plays. 

Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt ais been employed 
by the fair association to taxe charge of 
the department and secure exhibits. He 
will travel over the state, attending the 
meetings of the various county clubs, and 
keep the work of the fair constantly’ be- 
fore the farmers. 

Work on the other departments of the 
fair is progressing rapidly, and [ts at a 
more advanced stage than it has ever 
been so early in the year.

The Trade Sisuation. 


New York, May 3.—Bradstreet’s 
will say: 

“‘The sanguine feeling as to trade and spec- 
ulation finds reflection in the enormous activi- 
ty in stock speculation, which has attracted 
much money from the usual commercial chan- 
nels and expanded clearings to unheard-of 
totals. Warm, sunny weather is helping re- 
tail trade in the cities. General busineds the 
country over may be classed as satisfactory. 
The iron and steel trades, though reporting 
somewhat of a lull in the ‘cruder forms, con- 
tinue to furnish the best reports, while the 
textile industries returned the least favorable 
account, 

“The textiles are relatively the worst situ- 
ated of all the industries, The slowness of 
demand for cotton goods on domestic account 
has been the cause of a reduction of print 
cloths of 3-1!6c, which, following the decline 
of %c last week, makes a net decline of 5- 16c 
in 10 days. Curtailment of production by the 
mills limits stocks, but does not help demand. 
Export business, however, is better, and there 
is scarcity of brown cottons reported, 

“Wool is quiet, mills buying only to fill im- 
mediate wants. Eastern boot and shoe fac- 
tories are busy on summer goods, and there 
is more doing for fall account, Shipments are 
larger than last week and the excess in favor 
of last year is being cut down, 

‘The crop situation is quite encouraging. 
Warm, sunny weather is helping corn and cot- 
ton, and wheat maintains a generally good 
condition, notwithstanding reports of damage 
by insects in the southwest. Cotton crop ad- 
vices are fairly good, and an increase in

Through- 
out the entire range of products of this in- 
dustry the current demand for immediate de- 
livery exceeds all previous records, yet makers 
maintain a conservative position, and prices 
are not pushed up to the danger point. It is 
at the finishing steel plants that there is the 
greatest urgency for shipments, and full ca; 
pacity is assured for the next three months. 
After July there is a prospect of respite, judg- 
ing by the light engagements of pig iron and 
following the unparalleled activity of the past 
six months, a season of comparative quiet 
would not be surprising nor unwelcome, There 
was a rush to get in orders for steel rails be- 
fore the higher price became effective, and the 
erection of new office buildings provides a 
great demand for structural material, which

“There is no improvement in woolens and 
Coates Brothers’ average of 100 quotations of 
wool on May Ist was !|7.7Ic, against 18.22 on 
April Ist and 22.76 a year ago.

HIS WIFE ALIMONY 


Charge ef Contempt. 


Was Ordered To Pay Alimony Pend- 
ing a Suit for Divorce. 


Asks Court To Give Him Liberty So 
He Can Work—Is Now in the 
Tower. 


On a bench warrant from Judge Lump-— 
kin’s court, Henry H. King, a railroad 
engineer, was arrested yesterday morn- 


over to Deputy Sheriff Tye, who placed 
the prisoner in the Tower. The charge 
against King was contempt of court in 
having failed to pay hig wife alimony 
pending a suit for divorce. 

In April, 1900, the court ordered King 
to pay his wife $30 a month for the aup- 
port of herself and two children, and $5 
a month until $75 was paid as a fee to 
her attorneys, Goodman & Hallman and 
Cc. P, Goree, 

King left the state shortly after the or- 
der was issued and he returned to Atlanta 
@ few days ago. 

Mrs. King. through her attorneys, pre- 
sented Judge Lumpkin with a petition, 
in which she stated that her husband had 
not paid her a dollar of alimony and 
had run away from the state so ag to be 
without the jurisdiction of the court. She 
further stated that he had recently: re- 
turned to the city on a visit. She prayed 
that he be arrested and held for contempt 
and be made to obey the orders of the 
court. 

Judge Lumpkin granted the petition and 
issued an order for the arrest of King. 

King’s attorney, Robert J. Jordan, has 
already prepared an answer to the charge 
of contempt and states that the defend- 
ant has returned to Atlanta to live and 
that he never ran away from the state 
to get out of the court's jurisdiction, but 
went off to get work. The answer states 
that King is in bad health, although he 
Jooks like a strong and robust man. and 
that he has been il] for months with ma- 
larial fever and rheumatism since he left 
Atlanta. He says he left the city because 
he was unable to pay the alimony de- 
manded, and that he knew it would be 
only a matter of time when his wages 
would be garnisheed, and that meant a 
discharge. He asks thé court to give him 
his liberty so that he can go to work, 
as a job is in sight, and he promises to 
do all in his power to earn enough to 
comply with the court's order. 

The contempt case will probably come 
up before Judge Lumpkin this afternoon.

World.s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New Orleans, May 3.—Secretary Hester’s 
statement of the world’s visible supply of 
cotton, made up from special cable and tele- 
graphic advices, compares the figures of this 
week with last week, last year and the year 
before. 

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 124,643 bales, against a decrease of |50,- 
625 last year and a decrease of 70,537 year 
before last. 

The total visible .is 3,662,984, against 
3,787,627 lest week, 2,826,189 last year and 
4,844,538 year before last. 

Of these the total of American cotton is 
2,590,984, against 2,684,627 last week, 
2,181,189 last year and 3.673,538 sear before 
last, and of all other kinds, including Brazil, 
india, Egypt, etc., 72,000, against |,103,- 
O00 last week, 685,000 last year and 1,17],- 
OOO year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
124,643 bales, an increase compared with last 
year of 836,795 and a decrease compared 
with year before last of 1,185,554. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, there 
is now afloat end held in Great Britain and 
Continental Europe 1,845,000, against |,752,- 
000 last year and 2,784,000 year before last; 
in Egypt 177,000, against 155,000 last year 
and 203,000 year before last; in India 558.,- 
000, against 325,000 last year and 685.,-

1,083,000, against, 594,000 last year and 
1,172,000 year before last. 


Tiubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 3.—In Europe the trade out- 
ook, coupled with the large movement of the 
crop in America, brought about the liqui- 
dation of a large long interest, which has 
become discouraged at the outlcok. Here the 
market opened lower in sympathy with Liver- 
pool, but with no pressure to sell, the offer- 
ings coming from disappointed holders. Un- 
til the movement falls off or until the new 
crop prospects become a factor for an ad- 
vance, it seems difficult to attract invest- 
ment buyers.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 3.—This -afternoon’s set- 
back in prices was the most violent which has 
occurred since the present phase of the bull 
market set in. It 
cause in news of anything that would do harm 
to intrinsic values of securities, commerce or 
industry. A flurry in the money rate coming. 
on over-extended speculative accounts indicates 
the whole situation in a nutshell. It is eharac- 
teristic of a boom that it should continue 
unabated into the very teeth of such a situa- 
tion, with every preliminary warning, but 
pushing recklessly onward until the actual 
event forcibly checked the advance. The 
danger has been obvious that the speculation 
was overrunning the bounds of reason and 
safety. The buying was admittedly without 
motive or information beyond .the hope and 
belief that there would be enough future 
buyers to lift prices to a higher plane and so 
offer profits. There were exceptions in the 
case of the great market leaders, in which 
there were plausible theories and reports. of 
buying to change control. But in these also 
the horde of speculators who have tailed on 
precipitately to each movement of this kind 
for several weeks past was a very large ele- 
ment in the buying. Increasing trepidation has 
been felt among commission brokers and lend- 
ers of money who assume responsibilities for 
speculative buyers that many of this class 
were stretching their resources unduly, de- 
pendent as they are on the maintenance of the 
price of securities to keep théir credit good. 
As a consequence there has been an increasing 
pressure from commission houses upon their 
customers to take their profits and lighten their 
load. But the buying demand has been con- 
stantly re-enforced by new comers and the 
inroads upon the money market extended. The 
preliminary figures of tomorrow’s bank state- 
ment made it clear that only a weak show- 
ing can be hoped for from that statement, 
and the bankers began calling loans to recup- 
erate their position. The call loan rate ran 
up in consequence to 7 per cent and the specu- 
lators began to manifest acute distress as 
they found themselves obliged to look about 
for new accommodations. The extreme sensgi- 
tiveness of the situation was manifest in the 
violence of the reaction caused by what was 
really a moderate hardening in the money rate. 
The delicacy of the situation was enhanced 
by the furious speculation this mornig in At- 
chison, St. Paul, Rock Island, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Missouri Pacific and a number of stocks 
influenced ‘by these movements. Advances of 
3% to 7% had resulted during the morning 
among these stocks, St. Paul being particu- 
larly buoyant. When the pressure came upon 
the market these stocks were naturally among 
those which were. most acutely affected by the 
selling. Enormous blocks were unloaded on 
the decline at successive drops of a half to a 
point through many points decline.

BICYCLES MUST HAVE BELLS 


Recorder Thinks It Is Unnecessary 
To Ring at All Crossings. 


| SEVERAL ARRESTS WAVE BEEN MADE 


Scorching on Bicycles Must Be Stop- 
ped, Says Recorder—Fines 
Heavy Hereafter. 


The police are making it warm for the 


_ scorcherg and the riders of bicycles with- 
‘ out bells and a number of arrests have 
_ already been: made: -- 


Yesterday morning Officer Goree wieitle 
three cases and the day before he made 
‘six, and all were against scorchers and 
boys riding wheels with no bells. 

Recorder Broyles is iniposing smal! 
fines as a start, but he has given warning 
that bicycles must be belled and the boys 
must*stop riding at reckless speed. 

On Peachtree and South Pryor streets 
a number of small boys race on their 


| wheels to the danger of themselves and 


pedestrians. The policé were told to 
break this up and so arrests are being 
made. 

The ordinance requiring that bicycles 
be bellied has been almost a dead letter 
for several months and now it is being 
rigidly enforced. 

Recorder Broyles. agrees’ with many 
bicycle riders that the ordinance requir- 
ing riders to ring a bell at every cross- 
ing should be repealed. It is often best 
not to ring a bell, for it confuses pedes- 
trians and causes them to ‘jump right in 
the way. 

During the rendering of his decision in 
the casés before him ‘yesterday the re- 
corder said: 

“Of course this scorching has got to 
stop and if I hear of any more of it I 
will impose heavy fines. About these 
bells, I wish to say that it is a good law 
to require all bicycles to have them, but 
I do not think it is well to force ride‘¥. 
to ring a bell at every crossing. When to 
ring a bell should be left in the discretiog 
of the rider. If an-accident occurs and 
he does not ring a bell then he can be ar- 
rested and fined for the accident. The 
law might be along the same line as that 
which regulates the hitching of horses. 
The ordinance does not say that a horse 
must not be'left without béing hitched, 
but if a horse that is not hitched runs 
away then the owner or driver can be 
fined for leaving the anima! loose. In 
other words, a person can leave a horse 
loose, but he does so at his own risk. So 
it could be with bicycle bells.” 

The police will continue to keep a 
watchout for all persons riding. bicycles 
without belis'and for boys who use the 
streets as a_bicycle track.

DELEGATION T0 
TAX CONFERENCE 


Preminent Georgians Are Selected by 
Gevernor Candler. 


AN IMPORTANT GATHERING 


Will Be Held at Buffalo the Latter 
Part of This Month. 


GEORGIA WEEDS MORE INFORMATION 


Governor Thinks the State Should 
Be Well Represented at Th's 
Meeting. 


Governor Candler yesterday named four- 
teen delegates to the conference on tax- 
ation called by National Civic Federation 
to meet at Buffalo on May 22d and 24th. 

In naming the delegates the governor 
selected some of the most prominent men 
in the state, so that whoever of them at- 
tend, Georgia will be well represented. 
The following are the delegates named 
by the governor in response to the ca}l: 

Hon. Clark Howell, of Fulton; Hon. 
John D. Little, of Muscogee; Hon. A. O. 
Blalock, of Fayette; Hon. R. T. Fouche, 
of Floyd; Hon. P. W. Meldrim, of Chat- 
W. F. Eve, of Richmond; 
Hon. Ed lL. Wight,. of Dougherty; Hon. 
Seaton Grantland, of Spalding; Hon. W. 
B. Burnett, of Clarke: Hon. J. B. Park, 
Jr., of Greene; Hon. Roland Ellis, of 
Bibb: Hon. W. A. Dodson, of Sumter; 
Hon. E. H. George, of Morgan and Hon. 
R. A. Freeman, of Coweta. 

“This will be an important gathering,” 
Governor Candler said yesterday, “and 
I want to send some good men there. The 
conference is right on the line of mat- 
ters we have been discussing in Georgia, 
and I want some of those I have named 
to go there and get some information. It 
is for that reason that I have named a 
number of members of the legislature. 
Every man on the Yt is either a member 
of the legislature or has been. No, the 
state does not pay their expenses, but 
probably a number of those named will 
go to the exposition and they can at- 
tend this conference at the same time.”’ 

The following is the call under which 


the delegation was named by the gov-'° 


ernor: 

“For some years the dissatisfaction with 
our methods of taxation, both state and 
Jocal, has been growing apace. We have 
‘been so long accustomed to a system 
~which was suited to the early conditions 
of our American life that we are only 
slowly awakening to its shortcomings in 
the light of modern business activity, In- 
dustry has over-stepped the boundaries 
of any one state, and commercial inter- 
ests are no longer confined to merely lo- 
cal limits. Corporate activity has large- 
ly changed the character of personal 
property and individual investments. The 
problem of just taxation is no longer 
a local problem. It cannot be solved 
without considering the mutual relations 
of contiguous states and localities. An 
unequal tax on the farmer in one state 
mav make it difficult for him to sell his 
products in the world’s markets. An un- 
just tax upon the manufacturer or bus- 
iness man may drive him out of the bus- 
iness; an unfair tax on the corporation 
may cause it to move to another state. 
Action by any one commonwealth evi- 
dently reacts upon its neighbor. 

‘The time has come for those dissatis- 
fied with the spasmodic and make-shift 
efforts At reform in some states to con- 
sider the problem involved from the high- 
er standpoints of principle and of rautual 
co-operation. We, therefore, join in the 
call of the National Civic Federation for 
~ conference at Buffalo, N. Y., May 23 
and 24th, of the friends of tax reform 
from the various states in the hope that it 
may formulate some ideas which will 
tend toward more uniformity and inter- 
state comity.”’
